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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
4464850 (Ebert et al) in view of US 4517308 (Ehlenz). 

Ebert teaches a shoe insole (insert) comprising a. top layer (2) made of non- 
woven fabric (see col. 3, lines 29-33) and powder mixed within (see col. 2, lines 29-33) 
and a soft foam layer (see col. 3, lines 26-29) connected to an underside of the top 
layer. Ebert list several different powders, see col. 2, lines 29-33 but lacks teaching 
pumice powder. Ehlenz teaches an innersole (15) wherein the absorbent powder can 
be pumice stone; see col. Lines 23-36 and claim 4. It would have been obvious to 
provide the powder of Ebert to be from a pumice stone, as taught by Ebert, to further 
absorb and eliminate odors.
